Portsmouth, Eng., Nov. 11.—Owing 


to a chilling, impenetrable fog, which 
made a passage from the Isle of 
Wight impossible, the German im- 
perial yacht Hohenzollern, having on 
board Emperor William, the empress 
and the other members of the German 
Imperial party, who are to visit King 
Edward and Queen Alexandria, was 
unable to cross the harbor bar here 
on the early tide and did not reach 
the jetty until three hours after the 
appointed time this afternoon. 


The Hohenzollern, with the escort- 


ing fleet, anchored last night off Sel- 
sea Bill, not having been able to en- 
ter Sandown bay. Isle of Wight, ac- 
cording to program. 
The German 


emperor's faith in the healing qual- 
ities of the climate ot the Isle of 
Wight must have received a rude 
shock as, owing to the thick fog, even 
the precise position of the imperial 
yacht was not known until nearly 
noon, when it was discovered that she 
had felt her way through the gloom 
to Nab Lightship and ha'd anchored 
there, pending a sufficient lifting of 
the pall to enable the imperial party 
to land at Great Britain's premier 
dock yards.

His clothing was searched, but the 


officers were not able to find a single 
cent in the pockets. 
The mystery of 


Kyle's death was thought to have been 
solved last Monday, when the police 
put Pearl Malnes. ot Chicago, through 
a sweating process. The latter ac- 
knowledged being with Kyle when he 
met his death, and stated that he fell 
from the car when he attempted to 
catch his hat, which the wind had 
blown from his head. This explana- 
tion is doubted. 


Third Victim Found. 


The third killing occurred at La- 


porte last Tuesday, when the body of 
Henry Rank, of Berrlen county. Mich- 
igan, was found. 
At the time it was 


supposed that he ha* been struck by a 
Lake Shore train, and the coroner's 
verdict .was to that effect.

o'Trouble. 


Washington, 
Nov. 11.—Indiana 


packers who use benzoate of soda as a 
preservative and Indiana rectifiers 
•who have not complied with the pure, 
food law regarding the 
labeling of 


whiskies are likely to lock horns soon 
with the federal government unless 
they change their policy and make 
bas'te to obey the orders of the de- 
portment of agriculture. 


Indiana is one of the leading states 


of the union in the extent of its can- 
ning Industry. The tomato packing 
establishments of the Hoosier state 
have an International reputation. They 
[represent a large investment of capi- 
I tal and give employment to many per- 
sons. Besides, they furnish a market 
for a very profitable crop. 


Department Decides Point. 


In some of theso establishments 


henzcate o£ soda is freely used. There 


i is a difference of opinion nmong pacK- 
I PTB as to whether benzoate of soda is 


I harmful, but the expert chemists ot 
I tbp department of agriculture have no 
| doubt upon this point. They have a.l- 
i vised the spcretnry of agriculture that 
I benzoate of soda is deleterious 
to 


1 health ar.'l »h» secretary has issued 
i an order that after this year's tomato 
crop is prepared for market the fur- 
ther use of this preservative will not 
be permitted, and any packer using it 
will be subject to the penalty c-ause 
of the pure food law. under which he 
can not only be fined heavily but sub- 
jected to one year's imprisonment. 


The packers, who consider benr.oate 


of soda essential to their business, 
have combined to urge the secretary 
of agriculture to rescind this order. 
Others who believe they can get along 
without tho preservative, also have 
combined, and are advising the sec- 
retary to let-the order "and. 


The representatives of 
both sides 


had a hearing before Secretary Wll- 
son and Government Chemist Wiley 
during the last week. TJr. A. W. Bit- 
ting ot Lafayette, a government in- 
spector, accompanied tho packers. Dr. 
Bitting has been conducting numerous 
experiments In Indiana as to the harm- 
fulness of preservatives.

Secretary Wilson will adhere to his 
ruling. Tho fact that tho packers are 
not agreed among themselves weak- 
ting the causo ot those that believe 
.hey can not carry on their industry 
without resorting to a mild preserva- 
tive to keep their products palatable. 


Rectifiers Get Last Notice. 


Dr. Wiley, the. government chemist, 


soys' that probably not. over 20 per 
cent at. the most, of the whisky rcctl- 
llcrs have complied with tho rule re- 
quiring them to label their product, so 
ns to show that. It Is not real whisky 
hut. 
nn 
imitation. 
Rectifiers 
who 


have not. obeyed, It. Is intimated, are 
playing with fire, for they will receive 
no further notice "to bo good." Dr. 
Wiley is get ting a line on all such vio- 
lators of tho law and is sending their 
names to the secretary of agriculture, 
who in turn is forwarding the names 
and such other information as he has 
to Attorney General Bonaparte. Tho 
attorney general will begin this week 
to prosecute rectifiers who have not 
complied with the law. 


Under the pure food law the govern- 


ment can seize all ot the wet goods 
not properly labeled, and, as Dr. 
Wiley estimates that 80 per cent of 
the whisky now sold over the bars Is 
mlsbranded, it will be seen that Uncle 
Sam would be the proprietor of a very 
large liquor establishment

should confiscate all of the stuff that 
Is being unlawfully sold as whisky.

Dr. Doty Doesn't Believe 


Cash is Transmitter 


of Disease. 


New York, Nov. 11.—Dr. A. H. Doty, 


health officer of this port, -who for 
many years has made a study of in- 
fectious diseases, and especially the 
medium of their transmission, does 
not agree with the theorists who con- 
tend that money is a transmitter of 
disease. 


Dr. Doty says that while bacterio-
